LONDON LETTER. 


(From Ow: Qum Correspariderit.) 
Loxnon, October 17. 

For the first time since hiv promation te 
the highest office in the land, Mr Balfour, 
aa the guest of:the Corporation of London, 
has mada «x pnblic sporch in the Capital. 
The occasion was tho Ministerial Banquet 
prior to tho opening of Parliament. By the 
expresa wish of the Lord Mayor, politics™ 
wero ‘avoided, and, instend, tho guests 
listened to whnt was 4 vory stirring: tribute 
of esteem and nffection for Lord Salisbury, 
which fell from the lips of the Primu Minis- 
ter. Mr Belfour laid considernblo stress 
upon the influence for good which a word of - 
advice ‘6 encouragamunt from -6 mat of 
exceptional briltisuce and power has’on a 
being not sp well endowed, and, with al- 
most an apologetic tone for the personal 
touch, applied this romark to the rulations 
which exiated hetweon. him snd tho late 
Premier.

In their Freight Circular dated 2int inst., | 


Mesars Lamko and Rogge write :-- 

Whilst there has been a fair amount of 
chartering put through since last writing on 
tho 7th inst. and certain enquiries remain 
unrespunded to, tho general position of our 
market is adversely affected by some 
changes. mora especially in connection with 
the Yangteze trade and with Bangkok 
business. Concerming the former, there 
Inve early in the fortnight additional char- 
ters beew arranged locally for Canton from

cands, and 27_ cands. respectively, but 
higher export dutizs, (tiki), aro said tr 
have been suddenly enfurced,. and tho 
demand for tonnage has since subsided. 
Vo lead at Bangkok, the demand for ‘out- 
siders’ has nut only ceased, but there are 
endeavours made by shippers to cancel 
previous ‘charter engagements ; whether 
owing to a sudden scarcity of cargo or 
consequent upon & drep in the local valve 
of Bangkok rice, it is not stated, 

From Snigon, it was nut expected that 
there should be much business feasible, as 
stocky have been described as oxhausted, 
yot, severn] more fixtures are roported for 
Hongkony ai 17 and 18 conts, and for the 
Philippines, one port, at £6 and 28 cents, 
and there is some enquiry still for Decem- 


rs 

For loading at Newehwang, neo further 
charters have been compassed locally since 
date of Jast circular.
